In East M;irylt?boiia Beresford 
is elected, and great enthusiasm pre 
vaii^ bVer^ the resuU.-; Jn a speech A b- 
Bresfprd' said :the ' liberals" had gained 
scarcely any new boroughs, and barely 
held their own in divisions long liber- 
al. In south Kikhu'H. Leahy was elept- 
ed without opiioailion. In Rochdale, 
Potter is elected.

EiBht Cuuitdian Indians Dah- 
Iflcd for Mnrdcr. 

Baitlefoiu), N. W. T., Nov. 27.— Tho 
esecution of eiyht Indiuiis found j^uilty of 
murder at Frdg Li\ko and Battlefnrd nc 
curred at 8;27 this muniinj?. The meoh-in- 
iam of the gallows worked without friction. 
Seven of the Indians were active partioi- 
panta in the terrible mnssacro at Frog 
Lake on tho 3d of April l.ist. 

The morning was dark and cloudy. All 
proparationa were completu by 7 o'clock. 
Fathers Bigonoae and Cochin received tho 
last wishes of tho condemned. .\11 were 
willing to die and had no anxiety except 
fofitl^fiOfapiiireC. A^^^^e n^jim^ers of In- 
dian'a< froiii neighboring TeaefVos were 
present. A large guard was mounted and 
police were around tho aciifl'-ld. The 
procession was formed at 7 30. E ich 
irian was pinioned and a binok cap drawn 
over his head. They were guarded on 
either aide and marched with steady stop 
to tho acatTold, taking their places nn the 
trap. Wandering Spirit and Miiierablo 
Man addressed the Indians, uoktuiH lodged 
tho justice ef tho sentence and wRriiud 
them to keep clear diataiico in the future. 
Tho whole then joined ii\ a death chant 
CO show they did not fear death. The 
executioner then drew tho cap over their 
faces, the priests 'addressing parting 
words, in tho midst of which the bolt was 
drawn and the trap fell, all dyiiit! instant- 
ly. Dr. Rnlph examined ihu tiodioa and 
primouncod lifo extinct after hanging fif- 
teen minutoa. They were cut down; and 
placed in caflins and handed over to the 
coroner and jury. The prisoners. ex^ 
pressed thanks, teethe police for kiadness. 
The gallows stood 'the} strai|^^ ,Withoal a 
tremor, and all arrahgeraenta Vrere carried 
out without a'hitoh'- - " i . ■ . •

The time 
of the removal of prisoners was kept Very 
quiet, as the oQiuiuls deaired that no scene 
should take place", '^ns'tei'd ""of faking 
ordinary cabs, the sherifF secured a 'bns, 
and in this tho prisoners and coiiatablija 
all went together to tho station, After 
leaving the jail no noticu was tikken of the 
vehicle by any one, and those who aavv it 
going leisurely along Wellington strout 
thought it was only an hotel -'bus taking 
ordinary passengers to the train. At ihu 
slat'on tho 'bus backed up to the phii- 
form, and even when the door was thrown 
open no one HU.'-pi.-cied who the occu('anta 
wor.; till Kalph uiul McHugh stopped out 
haiidciided and shackled together. It 
took only a fow seconds to place all the 
priaonera in the smoking car, which waa 
specially retained for them, and then the 
ahorilf forbade all entrance to the car. 
The eight convicts wore linked in purs 
and fettered both hand and foot. Thuy 
seemed very indili'oronl and unafTected 
over tbair. deiparture -from their relatives 
and native place, probably never 'to re 
turn again. There was no one at thf 
station to bid them farewell o.\oepi tho 
father of Brock, who came on the ear and 
aekod to 'jo .illowed to say good-bye to hia 
son, and the shuriti' waa too guud'bearted 
to refuse the requeat.

mtiOKACEFUL TAGTICa. 

The ToVonto Globts, organ of the Onta- 
rio, liberals, has mads a very disgrncefuL 
attaokT'onf the Ottawa gOTetament. In 
the execution "of lliel the Globe imaginee 
it seea a chanco to break the solid cou- 
aerviitivQ pluilinis in Quebec and do turn 
the consorvativ'o poveriuiiQiit out. The 
Globe saya: "The denioiiatration in Que- 
bec ia simply a doinoiiatratioii againat tho 
minlBtersj but should the people of Onta- 
rio. :not recognize the justice of that 
dVmbnatration, should they not join in 
tho demoijatratiyn to punish the wretches 
who Imvo bruu^ht the country to this 
pass, should thoy not atarnly hold tho 
cabinet to account for negligence in blun- 
dering, plunderings and blood-guiltinoas, 
should they not unite the races again by 
joining vith tlie French to put down the 
state of criminality, ev«n as the French 
joined tho English to put down the rebels, 
then the poriiiniieut mitagoniam between 
tho people will liave been establiahod and 
tho Dominion lias entered on hopeless 
days. The responsibility ia with tho Eng- 
lish province"?, It roats on Ontario in 
particular. Tho desire of Quebec ia not 
for revenge, but simply chut full justice 
may ba conauinraiUfd. A hearty union 
of both provinces to punish the malefac- 
tors in otiica ia tho only course by which 
Oanada cm be saved." Experience has 
shown that the Globe is a raoat misorablo 
tactician. Its very vielenoe defeats its 
aim, uhvaya. In this oaae ita covert dis- 
loyalty will destroy muoh of its influence 
in Ontario and j^ain no Influential support 
in Qiioboo. 

THE BRITISH ELEOTIONS. 

It is too aoon to ahoiit. The conaorva- 
tives are by no means out of the woods. 
They have guiiu^d largely in tho boroughs, 
but they have still tlie counties and Scot- 
land and Wales to fiico. No election bus 
as yet tukoi. place in any riding where tho 
franchise lii>3 been oxtended. In the 
boroughs tho franchiao is unaltered; but 
in tho counties tho franchiao has been 
assimilated to that ^hich the boroughs 
have onjoyod since 18C7. It is true that 
the ciinaeTvativea have gained largely, and 
that in the single election hold in Wains 
they have won an important oonstitnoncy ; 
but what if the counties and Scotland and 
Wales should reverse the verdict of the 
boroughs? Tho conaervativos must either 
grant large cuncoasKins to Ireland or go 
out. Tho roturna, although so pro- 
nouncedly in favor of tho conservatives, 
are as yet; too cloao to ba ploas^iiit; and 
tho Standard, the tor-y organ, may v?oll 
caution Gladstone that further attempts 
to stay tho, tidal wave of conservative 
triumph may imperil the unitj' 
of tho niitifin — moaning that unless 
the conaorvatives sluill hiivo a clear work- 
ing majority over tho liberals and l*ar- 
Dellites combined they will bo forced to 
coaleaoe with the latter. Fear of this 
boalition may influense elections still to 
be held, and induce oonatituencies to vote 
for the conservative candidates. The last 
of tho elections will not be held until 
December lOlh. 



♦ THE RAILWAY BLOCK'. 

Tho nowa of tlio intention of the Do- 
minion government not to continue the 
train service over tho British Columbia 
section has created a feeling akin to con- 
sternation. In anticipation ot jower 
freight rates upon the taking over of the 
line by the 0. P. Railway Co. few of the 
mainland merchants have laid in their 
winter stocks, and tlio bulk of them now 
find themaelves short at goods, with little 
prospect of replemishing except through 
the medium of bull-teams and canoes. 
Stook-raisura will also sutfer severely. 
This is a serious matter indeed. The an- 
nouncement falls heavily on the Granite 
raining district, where a great many men 
are congregated and where supplii-s are 
not sulKciont to last till spring. Tho 
trouble seems to lie in tho fact that the 
Canadian Paoiiio C«. having no use for 
the road decline to take it over until tho 
spring; and that Mr. Qnderdonk de- 
mands §500.000 to continue tha service 
until Miiy, which demund the govornnmnt 
decline to entertain. Between the dia- 
putanta British Columbia ia an involun- 
tary sulleror.

San Fkancibuo, Nov. 28. — At a meet- 
ing of the cigar-makers' association of 
the Pacific coast J. W . Schaeffer, repre- 
senting the cigar manufacturers, appeared 
before the association and stated-that tho 
manufacturers were willing and anxioua 
to co operate with tho cigar-makera in 
their work of displacing Ohineao labor. 
Ho then presented -a contract which was 
signed by a number of cigar manufactur- 
ors, and by which they agree to employ 
white cigar- makers exclusively after Jan- 
uary, 1886. 

Later. — It is now stated that tho com- 
bination of the cigar-makers' association 
and manufacturers, announced this niorii- 
ing, was a simple move to ruin the cigar- 
makers' union and that the result of this 
combination will prove detrimental to the 
latter. 

The funeral of the late Gol. Peter Don- 
ohue took place this morning from St. 
Mary's Cathedral. Tho groat structure 
was packed to the doora. Tho coromoiiiea 
consisted of requiem high niasa, celebrat- 
ed by Father Cottle, and an eloquent 
funeral oration by Father Prendergast .

H0NGK.ON0 (via San Fraiiniaco), Nov. 
28. — The steamer Oreyliouiid, Captain C. 
W. Snyder, trading between Hongkong 
and Pakpoi, left 'the former port'October 
17th on her rbgular trips' with 120 passen- 
gers and a general cargo. When the 
steamer was about 70 miles northwest of 
Hongkong about forty apparently inno- 
cent passengers scattered over tho vessel, 
suddenly opened tiro on th* unsuspecting 
officers with revolvers. The captain at- 
tempted to reach the chart-ruoni to arm 
himself, but was met with a volley from 
tSe pirates, atabbed'and thrown overboard. 
Tho only other white ollicers on board 
wore tho first and second mates and the 
chief and assistant engineers. Tho chief 
officer and the assistant engineer wore 
forced at the point of a revolver to work 
the yessel, while tho others with the re- 
mainder uf tho passengers and the Chi- 
nese crew of twenty -five were battened 
down in the hold. The pirates then ran- 
sacked the steamer. The vessel was 
turned about, and when about forty niilo* 
from Hongkong three junks camu aloni;- 
Bide, took oil tho pirates and their plun- 
der, valued at §10,000, and sailed away. 
The pirates were in possession nearly nine 
hours. The Chinese authoritius have cap- 
tured two junks containing tho property 
pirated from tho Greyhound and si-^c men 
who were concerned in the outrage. They 
have bean taken to Canton, \yhere they 
will probably be beheaded. •

On iVicola and" Granite Creek 
Trail— Ita/.i lie, C'liief ot 
tlie Upper iVi<M»la In- 
dians, !>iiiot. 

(Corresiwndonec oi Tlie Colonist.) 

Nicola, -Nov. 22, 1835. 

On Saturday evening, 2l8t instant, Mr. 
John Clapperton, coroner, was notified 
to hold an inquest on the body of Buiiiile, 
whose remains, had boon deposited at 
Hull, Quilshanna. Mr. Clapperton at 
once proceeded to Hull and swore in a 
jury and commenced with the inquiry. 
There was but one important witness ox- 
amined, the jury requesting an adjourn- 
ment till Wednesday morning, 25th, to 
allow tho attendance of witnesses who 
saw tho affair. The witness examined 
testified that deceased was killed by a shot 
from a Winclioster rifle in the hands of 
an Indian known as Charley Shoospachan. 
Tho bullet entered tho body of decuaaoJ 
a little bolow the right nipple, passing out 
through the budy a little to tho left of 
the spinal column. Liquor is ai; the bot- 
tom of the whole aCiii, a bloody fight 
having been running in tha c.irv.p. Idcv- 
eral Indians aro badly cut and wounded 
with knives and other instruments. De- 
ceased had also a terrible gash on tho 
head, inflicted prior to tho shooting. 

At daylight on Sundiiy muriiing, 22d, 
Charley Shoospachan came t j the resi- 
dence of Mr. Clapoerton and gave him- 
self up. He is nosv in custody. War- 
raiita are issued for the arrest of otiiora 
implicated in the affair. Several shuts 
were fired during the row. 

THE IIOPE-SiiniLKAItlCEN 
Tie AIL OPEN, 

To Whom it May Concern. 

Whereas statements have been m.ide 
through the press that the Hope-Similka- 
meen trail is blocked with snow and is 
impracticable for the season which ate 
false, I will state that tho trail is in good 
condition for pack train trattio, nnd will 
be BO as long as the travel is continuecl. 
Extra appropriation has been granted by 
the government to keep the trial clear of 
fallen timber, bank slides, washouts, etc., 
'until the transportation of supplies ceases. 
Fur about one mile on the summit the 
snow is one foot and a half deep, and a 
good trail broken, This part is staked oil' 
so that there will be no diflicully in fol- 
lowing it.
